of uncertainty in the minds of N ee 
mon. 

One student asked if there wan any evi- 
dence to show that God had anything at all 
to do with the Bible. In reply to this query 


the Bible was taught righteousness was 
found, and where the teaching of the scfip- 
tures was wanting righteousness was not in 
evidence. He said that the close connection 
between the two circumstances was evi- 
dence of the intimate relation between God 
and the Bible. ea 

Has the study of science tended to produce 
skeptics?” was asked by one of the students. 

** Yes,”’ replied Professor Barnes, because: 
the scientist must be a skeptic. He must 
doubt in order to learn new things.“ 

President Harper spoke on The Point of 
View of the Bible.” He said that the litera- 
ture of twenty nations contains the story of 
the deluge, and that many of these stories 
were older than the Bible account of the 
flood. Dr. Harper concluded with the state- 
ment that our life today is tainted with many 
superstitions of the former times. 

When asked to point out a specific instance 
of these superstitions, Dr. Harper said: 

Here is one I. find in myself. When I 
worship I must go to a certain church, and 
sit In a certain pew, or I am not quite com- 


perience. Yet, if God is all around and 
about us, why should we worship in one 
place more than another? To worship ina 
church is a part of our inheritance.’ ” 

Professor George 8. Goodspeed showed the 
points of disagreement between the teach- 
Professor 
Barnes attempted to explain these conflicts 
from the point of view of science, and stated 
that the apparent lack of harmony was due 
to the false claims for the Bible up by 
its advocates.

‘Beads Message from the King. i 
The House of Commons met at 8 o'clock. 
Mr. A. J. Balfour, First Lora of the Treasury 
and government leader, brought up the mes- 
sage from the King, which the Speaker, Wil- 
lam Court Gully, read, as follows: 
‘“The King is fully assured that the House 
of Commons will share the deep sorrow 
which has befallen his Majesty and the na- 
tion by the death of his Majesty's mother, 
the late Queen. Her devotion to the welfare 
of her country and her wise and beneficent 
rule during sixty-four yearsof glorious reign 
4 will ever be held in affectionate memory by 
her loyal and devoted subjects throughout 


of the British Empire,’’ 


Balfour Moves an Address. * 

Mr. Balfour, after the reading of the mes- 
sage, rose amid impressive silence to move 
an address-to the King. He said: 
The history of this House is not a brief or 
uneventful one, but 1 think it never met 
under sadder circumstances than today or 
had a duty laid upon it more clearly of ex- 
pressing a universal sorrow, which extends 
not only from one end of the kingdom to the 
other but from one end of the empire to the 
other—a sorrow which fills every heart and 
which every citizen of this great empire feels, 
mt merely as a national but also as an irre- 
parable persona loss. 
“I don’t know how others may feel, but 
for my owa part I can hardly yet realize the 
magnitude of the blow which has fallen on 
the country.

-an, epoch the beginning of which stretches 
yond the memory of any individual I 
am now addressing, and which embraces 
within its compass sixty-three years. I ven- 
ture to think that this epoch has been more 
important, more crowded with great changes 
than almost any other period of the same 
length that could be selected in the history 
of the world. 
“It is wonderful to think when so many 
changes now familiar to us, and almost vul- 
garized by constant discubsion and repeti- 
tion, were yet unthought of or undeveloped; 
those great industrial inventions, those great 
economic changes, thosé great discoveries of 
gcience which are now in all men's mouths— 
before these, I say, were thought of or de- 
veloped, Queen Victoria ruled over this em- 


pire. 


“But it is not simply the length of her 
reign, not simply the magnitude of the events 
with which her reign was filled, which has 
produced the deep, abiding emotion that stirs 
all hearts throughout the empire. The 
reign of Queen Victoria is no mere chrono- 
logical landmark. It is no mere convenient 
division of time useful for the historian or 
We feel as we do feel be- 
cause we were intimately associated with the 
personality of Queen Victoria during the suo- 
cession of the great events which filled her 
reign and during the development of empire 
wherever she has ruled, and in so associating 
her personality with these events surely we 
do well. 


Love of Queen Deep-Rooted. 


3 Results of Reign. 


“The importance of the constitution, in 
my judgment, is not a diminishing, but an 
increasing factor.

LEAVE BURNING BUILDING. 


One of the Stairways Cat 0@ by Smoke 
When the Alarm Is Given and the 
Nuns Clap Their Hands as a Signal 
te Their Charges That They Must 
March Quietly Out of the Place—No 
Suggestion of a Panic — All Take 


Their Books. 


One hundred and fifty French children, 
pupils at St. Louls’ Roman Catholic School, 
in Kensington, went through their fire drill 
at 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon and while 
the schoolhouse was burning marched in good 
order down the stairs and into the street. 
There was no suggestions of a panic. Each 
pupil carried his school books under his 
arm and seemed as complacent as if no dan- 
ger threatened... 

After the pupils had marched out, came 
their teachers; Mother Superior St. Law- 
Mere Emerantian, Mere St. Denis. 
and Mere St. Catherine, and Father Bourassa 
of St. Louls Church. Mere St. Lawrence 
clapped her hands to make the pupils 
fast, and they obeyed with quickening st 
} The lower part of the building was wrapped 
m flames befére the last child was in the 
street. The fire, however, was extinguished 
before serious damage had been done. 


One Stairway Cut Of. 


The schoolhouse is a two-story wooden 
structure, directly behind the church. When 
the fire was discovered It practically had cut 


off one of the two stairways. 


When Father Julius Bourassa saw smoke |} 
pouring out of the windows of the first story 
he rushed through the doorway nearest the 
est parfiamentary scene In recent times, and | rectory and started for the stairs. They 
were choked with smoke. Flames were al- 
ready bursting through, the walls from the 
hall on the first foor. Father Bourassa with 
difficulty reached ‘the top of the stairs and 
opened the door to the schoolroom. 


Warned of the Fire. 

Hurry the children out of the building,” 
he shouted to Mother St. Lawrence. 

The smoke poured into the schoolroom, 
and the three nuns and the older pupils real- 
ized the situation. But there was no outcry 
and no panic. Mother St. Lawrence clapped 
her hands three times as a signal for the fire 
drin, and Mere Emerantian and Mere Denis 
imitated her action. Every boy and girl of 
the 150 picked up his books and got into 
line. The Mother Superior clapped her 
| hands, and the crowd began to march. 

The outside stairs were accessible, and the 
children marched through the doorway and 
down them, with the three nuns and the 
priest following. The fire .engines arrived 
‘just as they reached the ground. 


Priests Carry Out Property. 

After the pupils had escaped Father Bou- 
rassa and his brother, Father J. B. Bou- 
rassa, rector of the church, started to save 
the church furniture. They carried out all 
the images and pictures, and most of the re- 


wry - furnishings.. 


By the time they had removed the furni- 
ture, however, the fire had been extinguished. 
The damage was confined to the school build- 
ing and probably will not exceed $500. 

The school and chureh are located near 
One Hundred and Fourtéenth street and 
Michigan avenue. The nuns who have charge 
or thé"@chool belong to the order af Notre 
Dame. The pupils have been put through 


the fire drill once a week.

Entire Building Ablaze. 

At 12:50 o'clock flames burst from the third 
story windows on both the Lake and State 
street gides and showed the entire interior 
of the Building to be a mass of fire.

Tlerward the whole South Side of the build- 
ing was in the grasp of the blaze. ' 
Flames burst from every window, the re- 
flection of the fire lighting up the entire 
down-town section of the city. Tongues of 
fire shot from the clouds of smoke till the 
elevated station over the State street crossing 
was threatened. Even the buildings across 
the street were far from out of danger. 
Chief Swenie, who was within the burning 
building, sent werd that he could spare no 
men from active work, and finally the fire- 
men who were holding the horses and tend- 
ing the carts were pressed into a defense 
of neighboring property. ;

When the flames shot up the south side of 
the bullding twenty firemen were clustered 
on ladders guiding the streams of water 
which were pouring into the fire.

them in a shower of fragments.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.— Senator Depew 
of New York today delivered in the Senate a 
characteristically forceful and eloquegt ad- 
dress in support of the shipping bill. e ad- 
dress ‘was in the nature of an appeal for the 
vpbuilding of the American merchant marine 
by the granting of subsidies as provided for 
in the pending measure. wg 
The peroration in which the New-Yorker 
urged that the American flag be restored to 
the mastheads.of the freight-carrying ships 
of the United States was a brilliant piece of 
oratory and elicited cordial app m 
Senators on the floor and the cro the 
galleries. 

_Becounts the Country’s Growth. 

Senator Depew began with a survey of 
the country’s first century of development, 
pointing out the immense material progress 
that had been made in agriculture and man- 
ufactures, how the exports had grown to 
$1,500,000,000 annually in excess of the im- 

s, and how the internal lines of com- 
munication had been developed into the most 
comprehensive in the world. But he insisted 
that the development of the country had 
| been one-sided, While prepared to feed and 
clothe half of the world outside the United 
States, the nation had develo its trans 
portation system only to its 6wn coast line, 
and had allowed» the merchant marine to 
remain umdeveloped so that there was ac- 
tually a greater tonnage of American vessels 
built in this country for the foreign trade in 
1807 than in 1900. Said Mr. Depew: 

The farm, the factory, and the mine have 
filled the warehouses and the docks of our 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts with their con- 
tributions to natural wealth, employment, 
and the happiness of our people, and left 


th transportation to Europe, to Asia, to 
Af , to South America, and to Australia, 
to the of foreign shipowners, to the 


protection of foreign flags, and to the haz- 
ards of foreign war. 

“A general collision, which often 1s pre- 
dicted in the European newspapers, among 
the great powers of Europe in the mad haste 
of their navies and armies to outstrip each 
other in the acquisition of spheres of influence 
in Asia and Africa would act upon the United 
States, who might be simply a spectator of 
the conflict, as an embargo upon our coast. 
We would be shut up within ourselves as 
absolutely as if the navies of the world were 
blockading our ports.“ 

Looking to remedy, for the present stagna- 
tion in the American merchant: marine, Mr. 
Depew said the cry of free ships had long 
ago been discounted. It was not to be con- 
sidered as a remedy, for it left out of the 
question the development of an American 
shipbuilding industry. 


Discriminating Duties Useless. 


The plan of discriminating duties, he said 
also was impracticabie. France‘had tried i 
and been forced to repeal her law within a 
year. No nation would submit to discrim- 
Inating duties without retaliating, and no 
nation like this, which is more of a seller than 
a buyer, can afford ta provoke such retalia-

IS DISCOVERED. 
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Mrs. Ida Steinfeld Has Her Husband 
Arrested (or Non-suppert and He 
Preduces an “Agreement of Separa- 
tion Whereby He Claims He Had 
the Right to Leave His Wife—Docu- 
ment Issued by B. J. Schiff and 
Signed by a Notary. 


A peculiar Ghetto custom of having couples 
sign An agreement of Separation when 
they can no longer live together jn peace 
came to light in Justice Dooley’s cburt yes- 
terday. Mrs. Ida Steinfeld had her husband 
arrested for non-support: He was locked up 
in the Maxwell Street Station, and when he

| signed. before a notary public. There was a 
great mass of verbiage in it, but the main 
point was that man and wife agreed not to 
disturb one another when living apart, and 
the husband agreed, further, to support his 
children.

Steinfeld, who is a tailor at 145 Kramer 
street, was surprised when told by the justice 
that the agreement was illegal. He claimed 
‘that it was the same as a divorce, and no 
further action was needed to free him from 
the claims of his wife. The agreement was 
made by B. J. Schiff, real estate agent, bank - 
er, and safety deposit owner at 503 South 
Jefferson street. 

Schiff Bxplains the “ Separation.” 

“Once in a while I am called on peo- 
ple who ask me to make out 8 pa- 
pers,“ said Schiff last night. I ask them 
what they want to do in the way of dividing 
up their belongings and the support of the 

children. then fill out a blank form, and 
they sign it. They know that it is not a 
divorce, and simply provides that they will 
not disturb one another thereafter. I don’t 
remember the Steinfeld case, but I suppose 
the woman got tired of her bargain in the 
: agreement, and made an excuse to break it.“

THE REV. JOHN WHITEFIELD, reputed to be 
the oldest man in Evanston, a retired preacher, 
and one of the pioneers of Illinois, died at his 
residence, 1818 Hinman avenue, at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, aged 94 years.

Having decided this 
much, it will logically follow that it must dismiss 
from further consideration the propriety of the 
particular terms of annexation as matters within 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the President and 
Congress. 


Question for the People. 


If annexation be constitutional all appropriate 


i means of. affecting it are constitutional. and to 


inquire into the necessity or wisdom of the means 
would be, as Chisf Justice hall said, to pass 
the line which cirgumscribes the judicial depart- 
ment and to tre on legislative ground. This 
court disclaims all pretensions to such power 
(4 Wheat. 423). Otherwise, as Mr. Justice Miller 
explained, ths court could ‘‘ annul declarations of 
war, suspend the levy of armies, and become a 
‘great international arbiter, instead of a court of 
justice for the administration of the laws of the 
United States (1 Woolw. 156). These views were 
not presented to the court on behalf of the gov- 
ernment in the pending cases. I submit with def- 
erence that they should havs been. They present 
the only solution of the situation, and the one I 
believe the court will ultimately adopt; a solution 
that provides a method for determining pending 
issues, and yet confinss the judicial and political 
departments within the functions assigned them 
by the constitution. . Hence, all these questions 
must de left to the sovereign people and their duly 
constituted agents, Congress and the President. 
Is there, then, no restraint on their action? All 
there ever has been in our history. During 114 
years we have annexed and governed 3,250,000 
square miles of new territory. The power of Con- 
gress therein has been plenary, but its exercise 
has been just; its authority has been absolute, but 
its use has been for the greatest good of humanity. 
During all that time the rights of territorial inhab- 
Iitants, though not guarantesd by the constitution, 
have been amply protected by the fundamental, 
unwritten laws ot our civilization. ‘‘ We must be 
content to limit er where we can,“ said that 
sturdy patriot, Mr. Justice Iredell, ‘‘ and where we 
cannot, consistently with its use, we must be con- 
tent to repose a salutary confidence. It is our con- 
golation that there never existed a government, in 
ancient or modern times, more free from danger 
in this respect than the government of America 
(3 Dall. 398). 
25 Nation Can Be Trusted. 

Like Mr. Justice Iredell, we should repose con- 
fidence in our nation. Its policies are not chi- 
merical; they are supported by law; they are wise 
and conservative), We have the right to annex 
Porto Rico and the Philippines; the right to hold 
and govern them; the right to give or refuse the 
constitution; the right to organize them into Ter- 
ritories; the right even to make them into States— 
why should we not continue in the future as in 
the past to exercise these lawful, plenary, and 
sovereign powers? We hold the Islands by a per- 
fect title; no other nation does. We are in pos- 
session; no other nation is. Why should we give 
away, or sell, or lease, or abandon a single foot 
of the territory? Why should we not restore order, 
open courts, and found schools? Why should we 
not give the inhabitants a government of liberty, 
regulated by law, and honestly administered— 
taxation without tyranny, justice without bribe, 
freedom of religious worship, and protection to 
life, Mberty, and property? 

Behold the new century, and at its portals 

hold Milton’s prophecy fulfilled, a noble and 

issant nation rousing herself like a strong man 
after sleep and shaking her invincible locks ’’— 
our républic rousing herself to the vast opportuni- 
ties and tremendous responsibilities of the future, 
every artery of her national life throbbing and 
pulsating with new vigor, her constitution revered, 
implicitly obeyed, and protecting all the rights of

Just four ship yards and seven ship 
owners interested. Of these, one, the Great 
Northern Steamship company, speaking by 
its President, Mr. Hill, repudiates all need 
for subsidy, denies the propriety of any on 
the plan proposed by this bill, says he or- 
dered these ships in America because they 
could be built here more cheaply than abroad. 
and that.if the iron and steel trusts would 
let up on the price they charge Americans 
for steel plates it would help shipbuilding 
more than subsidy. 

We can build ships in this country,’ 
says Mr. Hill, ‘as weil and as cheaply as 
they can be-built anywhere in the world.

IS SCAPEGOAT. 


Friends of Deposed Superin- 
tendent of Sewers Say He 
Is Offensively Honest.

INSISTS ON GOOD BRICK, 


Contractors, They Assert, Work- 
ed for Removal on Three 
Occasions. 


WILL OPPOSE NEW TAX LAW 


Failure to comply with the requests of 
sewer contractors and refusal to accede to 
demands which would have impaired city 
work constituted a large part of the incom- 
petence of Colonel Ricard O'Sullivan Burke, 
the deposed Superintendent of Sewers, ac- 
cording to his friends. These friends declare 
that contracters wanted the Superintendent 
of Sewers discharged and made three sys- 
tematic attempts to secure his removal. He 
objected, they say, to the use of inferior ma- 
terial in the construction of sewers and in 
other ways protected the sewer construc- 
tion fund, which amounted last year to $500,- 
000. When it was known that Colonel Burke 
had been suspended, his friends relate, there 
general delight among sewer- building 

rms. 

Commissionet McGann, who preferred the 
charges against the Superintendent of Sew- 
ers, left yesterday for the South. His health 
has been impaired for nearly a year, and the 
Short vacation which he secured in the sum- 
mer did him little benefit, as it was inter- 
rupted by the trial of the Board of Local 
Improvements. 

In the matter of catch-basin work, which 
the Board of Local Improvements has done 
by day labor and for which Colonel Burke 
was forced to carry the responsibility by 
making request for an appropriation, the 
Superintendent of Sewers is said to have 
deen made a scapegoat for the other mem- 
bags of the board. The estimate of $70,000 
to continue the practice was passed on by 
Commissioner McGann, but he repudiated 
it when it was challenged by Alderman 
Fowler. 


Claims of Burke’s Friends. 

It was claimed yesterday that the con- 
tractors who had been unable to “ handle” 
the Superintendent of Sewers and who are 
politicians of some weight, had used their 
influence with Mayor Harrison and Robert 
E. Burke until they secured hig removal. 
It is admitted that Colonel Burke aided in 
their efforts by lax system in his department 
and the loose practices of some of the em- 
ployés under him. But to counterbalance 
these defects, his friends declare that he 
stood for honest fulfillment of city contracts. 
- “ Three attempts to have me deposed have 
been made by contractors,”’ said Colonel 
Burke. On one occasion when I prevented 
the use of inferior brick in sewer construc- 
tion my thspectors were brought to trial. 
Later the contractors took a complaint be- 
fore the Board of Local Improvements, and 
then they went to the Mayor.“ 

A hearing will be given to the deposed Su- 
perintendent by the Civil Service commis- 
sion. Colonel Burke affirms that Commis- 
signer McGann will withdraw the charges 
when he understands the circumstances. 


Sewer System Comes First. 

All public improvements will be sacrificed 
to the completion of the intercepting sewer 
system ‘if the recommendations of the Fi- 
vance committee in its annual budget be ac- 
ceptgd by the Council. The budget still is 
‘$1,000,000 in excess of the revenue, and the 
knife must go deeper into the estimates. 
The Health department has béen reduced to 
$200,000 and Dr. Reynolds is endeavoring to 
evolve plans to meet the cut. 


Fight on New Assessment Law. 

The Taxpayers’ association will begin a 
fight for the amendment of the proposed new 
special assessment law which was adopted 
by the City Council at its last meeting. A 
meeting will be held this evening in Handel 
Hall, when the bill will be analyzed by Judge 
Waterman, Attorney George A. Mason, As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Tyffe, Attorney 
I. T. Greenacre, and Attorney D. J. Schuyler. 

R. C. Givins will carry the contest to the 
State Legislature and will endeaver to secure 
the amendments which the association de- 
cides should be made to the bill. 

The objections to the new measure, as 
stated by Mr. Givins, are: 

That the Board of Local Improvements should 
not be ven unlimited power to originate as- 
sessments without the will and consent of the 
property-owners. 

That inspectors to pass upon the work before 
ceepted should be appointed by the property- 
owners and that total reliance should not be laid 
on the city inspectors. 

That the city should pay for its proportion of 
cost of the improvement; at any rate that the 
City should pay an amount equal to the street 
intersections, or from one-sixth to one-third of the 


total cost. 
That the property-owners should be authorized 


to decide the kind of improvement to be made, ex- 
cept in the down-town district. 

That a limit should be placed upon the annual 
amount for which property could be assessed for 
street improvement, say 5 per cent of the full 
valuation of the property annually. 


Policemen Fail in Suit.

The records of the fog horn off Chicago 
, as given in the report of the Light- 
‘house board, showed that its melancholy 
walling continued 666 hours during the year.

Report—Physician Condemns 


The committee of the Chicago Medical so- 
ciety appointed to investigate the question of 
the division of fees between family physi- 
clans and operating surgeons is to meet to- 
day The proceedings will be behind closed 
doors, but interesting developments are ex- 

ted. 
P The committee 18 composed of Dr. Stowell, 
Dr. Murphy, and Dr. Billings, who will report 
to the society. The prediction is made that 
the society will then place itsself on record, 
as opposed to the practice in any form. 

The practice of family physicians calling in 
an operating surgeon and afterwards divid- 
ing the fee charged by the latter is pro- 
nounced “ unprofessional and dishonest.” 
Leading physicians and authority for the 
statement that if the public knew the extent 
of the practice its condemnation would be 
decisive and general. The question of the 
society taking some radical action to sup- 
press the practice has been discussed for a 
number ‘of years, but at the last meeting a 
resolution was introduced. which resulted in 
the appointment of the special committee.

DRAFTS A NEW PRIMARY LAW. 


Civic Federation Committee Prepares a 
Measure Designed to Correct 


Existing Evils. 


The primary election law is given a thor- 
ough overhauling in the draft of a new bill, 
which was adopted yesterday by the Com- 
mittee of the Civic federation on Amend- 
ments to the Primary Law. The draft was 
made by G. Fred Rush. Roy O. West, T. C. 
MacMillan, Lawrence. P. Boyle, Joseph A. 
O'Donnell, and John P. McGoorty. 

Its most important provisions increase the 
hours during which primary elections may 
be held and lessens the number of voters al- 
lowed in each district. All branches and sub- 
divisions of the several parties are required 
to hold their primaries at the same time in 
order to lessen expenses. The penalties for 
violating the provisions of the law are re- 
vised in a considerable degree to make con- 
victions easier for minor offenses. Ballots 
are required to be uniform and to be freely 
exposed in the polling places to prevent the 
use of fraudulent tickets. 

Heretofore the polls at primaries have 
opened at 1 and closed at 7 p.m. Under the 
new bill the polls will open at 7 a. m. and re- 
main open until 7 p. m. The bill is drafted 
go as to be applicable to other counties in the 
State. 

At its next meeting the Civic federation 
will take up the question of sending a dele- 
gation to Springfield to urge the passage of 
the revised bill.

RUSSELL o. NOBLE IS INDICTED 
BY THE GRAND JURY. 


Accused of Presenting at Theaters 
Orders for Tickets Purporting to Be 
Signed by One of the Editors of “ The 
Tribune % and Written on Stolen 

- Paper—Is Suspected by Police of Se- 
curing Goods from Business Houses 
by Telempese Requests. 


' Russell C. Noble was indicted yesterday by 
the grand jury on charges of forgery and ob- 
taining goods by false pretenses. He had 
been arrested on Tuesday morning in the 


to obtain tickets on a forged order purporting 
to be written and signed by one of the editors 
of Tun Taru. The paper on which the re- 
quest was written and the envelope in which 
it was placed had been stolen from Tus 
TRIBUNS editorial rooms. 

Noble was taken by Detectives Halpin and 
Hiogan to police headquarters, where he 
finally acknowledged writing the letter and 
forging the signature to it. When he was 
searched half a dozen similar orders ad- 
dressed to various theaters were found in his 
pockets. He also carried a reporter’s star 
and a card on which was the name of an 
afternoon paper, and which represented him 
to bea reporter on that paper. He also is 
known to have forged the name of one of the 
editors of an afternoon paper to a theater 
ticket request. ‘ 

Noble, who is 23 years old, was married 
seven months ago and lives at 1200 West Chi- 
cago avenue. For some time he has been 
securing tickets on these forged orders. Last 
week he secured tickets at McVicker’s, the 
Dearborn, and Powers’ Theaters. These 
tickets, it is believed, were sold by him toa 
local ticket speculator. 

When THE TRIBUNE learned of the affair 
it made arrangements to trap the forger and 
Tuesday's arrest followed. 


Suspected of Other Crimes. 


The police suspect Noble of being the man 
who has been ordering goods by telephone 
from business houses on the name and credit 
of well known citizens and sending wagons 
to the stores and obtaining the goods. 

Tue TRIBUNE and other Chicago papers 
have suffered recently from impostors who 
have been visiting men and women as re- 
porters, obtaining interviews, and inci- 
dentally borrowing money. Until the arrest 
of Noble it has been impossible to catch any 
of these impostors. 

He was employed as a RKkeeper by a 
company on South Water street. According 
to a complaint made to Justice Wood some 
time ago he lost $58 of the company’s money. 
This he agreed to pay back in weekly pay- 
ments. When the amount was nearly paid 
he lost $160, and the company complained 
to the justice, who held the young man in 
bonds of $500 on a charge of embezzlement.

SHOW SNELL’S NOTE TO MOTHER 


Contestants in Will Case Introduce 
_ Threatening’ Letter—Trude Crit- 
a Doctor. 


The contestants in the Snell will case yes- 
terday introduced one of the threatening 
letters it is claimed A. J. Snell sent to his 
mother. The letter is written in pencil and 
was delivered to the Snell residence by a 
messenger. It is addressed to Mrs. Snell and 
is unsigned. Witnesses have identified it as 
having been written by Mr. Snell. It is as 
follows: 


Mrs. Snell: I will go to the races when you 
Rose Hill. You poor degraded thing just think of 


you a few things that I know about you if you 
dont get me that $30 Dollars or more over here at 
once. You will wish you were dead. I will make 
things d—— hot for you. I know plenty and can 
prove all and your — money wont save you. 
We will see who can cheat the most. ou sen-“ 
that money befor I come over there and blow 
your brains out-—-you old ——. Why dont you dic 
me waitin? You cant fix any- thing. I 
now you are crazy everyone says you have 
been since you got any money of ours—not yours, 
you thief. You have robbed me. 

I hope to hear of you dieing any-time and I 
hope It will be soon—the sooner the better. 

The introduction of the letter as evidence 
was opposed vigorously by Attorneys Trude 
and Marso for the defense, but Judge Tuthill 
ruled otherwise. He held that even if Mrs. 
Snell did not read the letter it was sent to her 
' and was her property, and on the presump- 

tion that it was typical of other letters it 
could be introduced, 

This letter the contestants considered their 
strongest evidence that Mrs. Snell was 
threatened by her children. . 

More witnesses were placed on the stand 
during the day to testify that Mrs. Snell was 
of weak mind at the time that she made her 
will. Dr. W. T. Mefford, 587 Washington 
boulevard, who attended Mrs. Snell from 
18¥5 till her death, testified that she was 
“ childish, eccentric, inclined to be silly, and 
fearful of people.“ 

The doctor said that he was present when 
Mrs. Snell wasill. Mrs. Stone sat by her side 
and Mrs. Snell would say that Mrs. Stone was 
the only daughter who never gave her any 
trouble. Mrs. Snell also said that Alice had 
threatened if she was not given money to 
haunt her mother and put her eyes out. 

On cross-examination Attorney Trude at- 
tempted to show that the doctor’s ignorance 
of the Baglish language was such that he 
could not understand the corftents of a med- 
ical text book. With all her feeble-minded- 
ness, doctor,“ he asked, did Mrs. Snell ever 
murder the Queen’s English as you have 
done!“ 

The physician finally admitted that he was 
not a specialist on insanity and had not read 
much on the subject. 

Mrs. Catherine Gwynne testified that she 
remembered talking with Mrs. Snell, who 
spoke of Mrs. Stone as our oldest child.“ 
Attorney B. W. Viers testified that in a 
$51,150 real estate transfer Mrs. Snell refused 
to accept a certified check, and he was 
obliged to give her three sacks, each contain- 
ing $5,000 in gold, and the remainder in notes 
and silver. He said that when it was placed 
on the parlor table it made a pile over a foot 
in height and that she immediately turned 
over the deed without counting the money. 

The reading of the deposition of Willis W. 
Carland was concluded and admitted in evi- 
dence, though Attorney Trude moved that it 
de stricken out on the grounds that Carland 
was a convict.

Members of Indiana Senate Would 
Limit Pressure on Gas and Prevent 
Sale Outside of State. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25.—{Special,}—

makes any pressure over 200 pounds to the 
square inch illegal. This pressure would

force put to work, and the revision of the 
‘polling lists completed by the middle of 
February. Because of the uncertainty the 
County Central committee took no definite 
action toward setting the primary and con- 
vention dates. 

Reasons for Long Campaign. 

It was figured that a short campaign is de- 
sired by the Harrison Democrats. Their is- 
sues and their candidate, it was held, had 
been determined on, and a campaign of two 
weeks will answer their needs. 

„We should have as long a campaign as 
possible,” said Congressman Lorimer” 
Thus far no-section of the city has pushed 
any candidate so far to the front that he may 
be said to be ‘ leading in the race for the nome 
ination.’ There must bea up and 
some spirit brought into the fight, for we

II JUDGE GIBBONS FOR NEW LAWS. 
He Sends a Communication to the Su- 
preme Court Suggesting Many 
Changes in Statutes and Practice. 


Judge Gibbons has sent to Chief Justice 
Boggs’ of the State Supreme bench a com- 
munication in which he recommends numer- 
ous changes in the laws and practices of the 
courts. ‘The law requires the Judges of the 
State courts to make annual communica- 
tions to the Supreme Court of apparent 
weaknesses in the present laws and prac- 
tices and suggesting remedies. The Judges, 
however, do not all de this. Judge Gibbo 
says he has sent such communications 
nually, but never heard from them. 

Judge Gibbons calls attention to many 
conditions that might be improved upon. 
He urges that the marriage and divorce 
laws be changed to limit the number of 
grounds on which divorce may be granted 
and to forbid entirely or for a term of years 
the remarriage of persons divorced through 
their own fault. 

The Judge would reduce the machinery 
and the labor of the Criminal Court and of 
the grand jury. He would have no indict- 
ments except in cases in which the penalty 
{s a sentence in the penitentiary. To handle 
the minor cases he suggests a court of 
“criminal correction.” He also suggests 
the revision of the indeterminate sentence 
law so as not to include manslaughter, rob- 
bery, burglary, bribery, and similar felonies. 

Considerable space is devoted to proposed 
changes in the jurisdiction of the Appellate 
and Supreme Courts. 

The system by which prisoners in county 
and other jails are kept in idleness is con- 
demned. The Judge suggests the employ- 
‘ment of prisoners in street, boulevard, an 


CANNOT LOAN COUNTY FUNDS. 


Indiana Supreme Court Declares Illegal 
the Practice of Treasurers Drawing 
Interest on Public Money. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan, 25.—[Spectal,]— 
The Supreme Court today, in the case of 
Windle from Huntington County. decided 
that County Treasurers cannot legally ob- 
tain interest.on county funds loaned to the 
county. 

This will stop a general practice in the 
State by which County Treasurers have 
made large sums, it being customary for 
them to loan funds in their keeping to the 
County Commissioners. 

The Supreme Court held that such prac- 
tices were against public policy, and void, as 
it makes it to the interest of the Treasurer 
to collect as little of the public revenues as 
possible, in order that he may loan funds to 
the county. The court holds it makes the 
Treasurer the private banker of the county 
and enables him to loan funds without the 
supervision of any other officer.

REMAREABLE CHANGE FROM A 
DEBTOR TO A CREDITOR NATION. 
London Statist ‘Reviews the Financial 
and Trade . Development of This 

Country Since the Period of Distress 
Before McKinley’s First Election to 
the Present Era ef Prosperity— 
_ Prophecy ef Great Enterprises and 
Advancement te Come, 


The London Statist, in the issue just 
ceived, has an article on America's 
Changed Ifiternational Position,” which 
says that the in this country’s re- 
lations to the world’s investment market 
is the most dramatic one that has occurred 
for a longtime. It traces the recovery from 
the keen business distress of a few years ago 
to the present time, when securities of the 
United States formerly held abroad have 
been bought back on a large scale, and 
enormous loans to Europe are outetanding. 
It is obvious,” the Statist comments, that 
every year that passes will strengthen the 
new position the country has assumed.“ 

“ During the last four years the relations 
of the United States to the rest of the 
world,” the article begins, have changed 
remarkably, both politically and economical- 
ly. It may be worth while at the beginning 
of a new year and a new century to call 
special attention to the economic alteration. 
that is going on, Up to 1890 the United 
States depended te a considerable extent 
upon Europe, and especially upon this coun- 
try. for the capital needed to develop its 
resources. A large proportion of the rail- 
ways, the fand, the houses, and the trade 
was owned by Duropeans;: and as proof of 


this it will be recollected that the effect 


of the Baring collapse was not much less 
in the United States than in Argentina itself, 
and was almost as great as it was here at 
home. The difficulties of the great houses, 
embarrasged by the wild financeof the period 
immediately preceding 1890, compelled them 
to go on selling American. securities for 
some time after. 


Period of Widespread Distress. 

“Then came the breakdown of the Sher- 
man act and the intermittent crisis which 
lasted up to the election of Mr. McKinley in 
November, 1806. One result of the long- 
continued crisis was widespread distress. 
About one-third of the total railway mileage 
of the union went into the hands of receivers. 
The other railway companies found great 
difficulty in borrowing. The farmers were 
plunged in deep distress, and over large 
areas seemed to be sinking under the burden 
of debt, Trade was exceedingly bad. Alarm 
spread everywhere. Faflures were numer- 
ous. And the outlook to many seemed grow- 
ing desperate. The election of Mn, McKinley 
restored: political confidence. It was felt 
that the danger of free silver was removed, 
and that a reform would take place. 

And there followed immediately four suc- 
cessive years of wonderfully good crops. 
During the long depression from 1890 to 1806 
the difficulties at home, the alarm abroad, 
the uncertainties of the whole situation com- 
pelled all classes to economize. Savings 
gradually accumulated; the cost of produc- 
tion was greatly reduced; wages were low- 
ered, and improved methods were adopted 
of developing the vast material resources of 
the country. When, therefore, confidence 
revived and four successive good crops en- 
riched all classes there was an extraordinary 
increase in production. 


Heavy Trade Balance. 
“It is estimated that during the three 
immediately succeeding Mr. McKin- 
y’s first election the trade balance in favor 
of the United States averaged about £100,- 
000,000, and during the year just ended, as 
far as it can be estimated at present, the 
balance in favor of the United States will 
probably not be much under £130,000,000. 
Taking trade alone, therefore, the good crops 
in the United States, the droughts in India 
and Australia, the damage by locusts in A- 
gentina, and the needs of Europe, all com- 
bined to create such a demand for American 
exportable goods that in four years the bal- 
ance in favor of the country exceeded £400,- 
000,008. And owing to the improvements in 
the processes of production already referred 
to the American people were able to respond 
to the demand in an extraordinary degree. 
All at once the United States became a keen 
competitor in the markets of the world with 
ourselves and with our continental rivals, 
and in all reasonable probability the compe- 
tition will grow more eager as the years pass. 
All careful observers had long been 
aware of the vast material resources of the 
United States, and were, to some extent, at 
all events, prepared, therefore, for the 
growth ef the exports that has taken place. 
No doubt the large trade balance was much 
exaggerated by the protectionist policy of 
the Republican party. If duties had been 
low there is no doubt that the United States 
would have bought largely from Europeans. 
But the Dingley tariff had made foreign 
goods artificially so dear that the imports 
have been much smaller proportionately 
than in any preceding period of prosperity. 
And while the Dingley tariff is maintained in 
its integrity the imports must be more or 
less restricted, although it is probable that 
as wealth grows the imports likewise will 
augment—to some extent, at all events. 


United States as Investor. | 

But people in general were quite unpre- 
pared for the part the United States has 
taken in regard to the International invest- 
ment market. As observed above, up to 
1800 the United States was largely depend- 
ent upon Europe for the capital required to 
develop its resources. Recently, however, 
the United States has been a lender and not 
a borrower. Owing to the Baring collapse, the 
alarm created by the silverite agitation, and 
the bad finances of so many railway compa- 
nies, European investors have sold American 
securities on a large scale ever since 1890, 
and the American public has bought in.the 
same proportion. Since confidence revived 
in 1897 the purchases of American securities, 
and especially of American railway securi- 
tles, for American account have been on a 
vast scale. It ts sald that during the period 
of anxiety in the summer and the autumn 
of the last year German capitalists practi- 
cally sold the whole of their American se- 
curities. British investors have sold on an 
immense scale, too. But, of course, it 18 
not true that they have cleared out as com- 
pletely as have the Germans. But, speaking 
roughly, the holdings of American securities 
In Europe now are immensely smaller than 
they were ten years ago, and the purchases 
have been made by the Americang out of 
the vast savings accumulated, first, during 
the anxious period from 1890 to 1896, and, 
secondly, during the prosperous period that 
has followed. 


Securities Bought Back. 


Many countries, however, are able to buy 
back their own securities without being in 
a position to take an important place in the 
international investment market. For ex- 
ample, Spain has bought back a large pro- 
portion of her own securities. In the United 
States not only has the buying back of 
American securities been on the great scale 


indicated, but during the last year or two | 


American capitalists have lent largely to 
Europe. At the end of 1899, when there was 
great pressure in the money markets of Eu- 
rope, about four millions of gold was allowed 
to bé shipped from New York to London; 
and during the last year it will be recol- 
lected that gold was sent in considerable 
amounts, while about 5,000, 0% wag 
invested in government bonds. German gov- 
ernment funds were also bought, amounting 
to about £4,000,000. Russia was able 
to borrow in order to purchase railway ma- 
terial. And it is understood that the United 
States was willing to lend likewise to Switz- 
erland and other governments. It does not 
follow, of course, that the United States has 
altogether ceased to be a borrowing coun- 
try and has at once become a creditor coun- 
try on a great scale. The position, so far as 
ii can be judged at present, rather resembles 
that of Germany. Germany for years past 
has invested largely in Mexico, South Ameri- 
ca, China, Russia, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, and so on, and yet Germany has been 
dependent to a considerable extent upon 
other countries for the financing of her trade, 
notably upon this country, France, and the 
United States. By the way, it will be re- 
membered that the United States has in- 
vested sums in Germany during the 


period of great business activity that has 
just come * an end. The United States, 
then, has n completely ceased to be a bor- 
rowing country. ; 

The question of most interest at the mo- 
ment, perhaps, is; What will the American 


people do with the immense capital that 
they have accumulated and now have at 
their: disposal? Unless something entirely 
unforeseen happens, the prosperity that has 
been strengthened by four such prosperous 
years must continue for a long time to come. 
And as the American people have bought 
back so large a proportion of their own be- 
eurities, the new capital accumulated can- 
not be fully employed in the same way in 
the future. Moreover, while the Dingley 
tariff continues, it is improbabié that the 
purchases of commodities from abroad will 
be on anything lke such a scale as would 
materially lessen the trade balance in favor 
of the United States. And, lastly, it is dim- 
cult to believe that the United States will 
be dble to employ advantageously the whole 
of ite new savings in foreign investments. 
Therefore, the reasonable probability is that 
we are about to witness a great outburst 
of new enterprise in the United States. In- 


dustrial companies will be created, new 


industries will be founded, new railways 
or continuations and branches of 
railways will be constructed, and thus there 
will be a vast outflow of capital at home, 
while it ie not improbable that the new 
colonies may be developed on a larger scale 
than hitherto. 

“If the United States spends immense 
sume at home, and does nbt buy commodi- 
ties on a great scale, and does not, Mkewise, 
invest in foreign securities on an equivalent 
scale, it is obvious that the more the trade 
balance turns in favor of the United States 
the greater will be its ability to take gold 
from Burope: Therefore, the likelihood is 
that money rates. will rule high in Europe, 
because there will always be the danger 
that American capital may be withdrawn 
not only from London but also from Ger- 
many. 7 

Inbrease in Circulation. 
“During the last year America was able. 


not only to avoid taking gold from Europe 


but to furnish Burope with capital and to 
invest on a considerable scale because of the 
extraordinary Increase that went on in the 
bank note circulation and the gold certifi- 
cates. During the crisis that preceded the 
first election of Mr. McKinley the issuing of 
gold certificates was suspended. But of late 
Mr. Gage wisely decided to resume their is- 
sue, and the gold raised at home and re- 
ceived from abroad enabled him in the last 
year to issue about £17,500,000 in gold certifi- 
cates, while the increase in the bank note 
circulation exceeded £16,000,000; so that in 
round figures the new issues of gold certifi- 
cates and bank notes amounted to about 
£34,000,000, and so maintained that ease in 
the money market which enabled the devel- 
opment to go on at the rate we have wit- 
nessed, and also permitted of the extraor- 
dinary rise im American securities. There 
will, of course, be fresh issues of gold cer- 
tificates in the new year. For the gold pro- 
duction on the American continent is large. 
But will the bank note circulation also be 
augmented on anything like such a scale 
as will enable the United “tates to dispense 
with the calling home of gold? It is a mat- 
ter of general congratulation that Mr. Gage 
has consented to retain the Secreta yship of 
the Treasury for a further period. The four 
years during which he has held the office 
have proved him to be a man of singular 
ability, and he will no doubt do everything 
requisite to prevent serious stringen¢y. But 
the existing Congress will come to an end at 
noon on March 4, and it is highly uniikely 
that anything can be done to amend the 
banking laws in the short intervening period. 
Of course it is possible to call a new Con- 


Frese together in special session, but it is 


not probable. And if there is not asummons 
of Congress it will not meet until December. 
Therefore it looks at present as if there 
would be no new legislation in the year upon 
which we have just entered, and consequent- 
ly it will be well for all who are en@aged in 
the money market to watch closely the 
course of events in the United States.“ 


NEW YORK ROADS PROSPEROUS. 


Report of Earnings and Business on 


Steam and Surface Lines Shows 
a Marked Increase. 

Albany, N. T., Jan. 25.—[Spectial.]—The 
gross earnings of steam surface railroad 
companies which operate all or part of théir 
lines in the State of New York for the year 
ending June 30, 1900, were §247,087,779. This 
ts $27,060,056 more than the earnings of 
practically the same companiés for the year 
ending June 30, 1890. The gross earnings of 
street surface railroads for the same pe- 
riod were $40,811,563, as against §37,518,466 
for the year ending June 30, 1899. In a dec- 
ade the increase has been $78,000,000. 

The returns to the Interstate Commerce 
commission for the year ending June 30, 
1900, show that the gross earnings of the 
steam railroad companies of the country 
were, approximately, $167,000,000 more tfan 
for the year ending June 30, 1800. The gain 
during the same period by companies re- 
porting to New York State was nearly one- 
sixth of this amount. Last year it was, ap- 
proximately, one-tenth of the total gain in 
the country. 

The average earnings per passenger per 
mile remained the same as last year—viz.: 
2.17 cents. 

The average number of employés, includ- 
ing Officials, employed by the railroad com- 
panies reporting to New York State during 
the year was 159,155; the average number 
employed in 1800 was 160,061. The total 
amount paid them in 1900 was $93,115,231; 
in 1890, $87,884,228. The number of empleyés 
residents of this State in 1899 was 72,682; in 
1000, $1,161. | 

Cost of Operation. 

The operating expenses of steam surface 
railroads last year were $166,228,978, which 
exceeded those of the previous year by $16,- 
817,645, making the net earnings from opera- 
tions $10,242,410 in excess of the net earnings 
in 1899. The income from other sources was 
$161,783 less than in 1899. The companies 
paid in taxes $983,627 more than in 1899, in 
interest $538,653 more than in 1899, and in 
dividends $1,208,668 more than in 1899. Cap- 
ital stock increased $22,144,400 over that of 
1890, funded debt increased $3,584,498 over 
that for 1899. The percentage of dividends 
to capital stock was 2.52, as compared with 
2.48 in 1899. The average freight earnings 
per ton per mile increased .013 cents. The 
average freight expenses per ton per mile 
decreased .007 cents. The average freight 
profit per ton per mile increased .02 cents. 
The average earnings per passenger per mile 
remained the same as last year. The aver- 
age expenses per passenger per mile in- 
creased .08 cents. The average profit per 
passenger per mile decreased .08 cents. 

Dividends were declared amounting to $20,- 
834,682, and there was a surplus from operat- 
ing, after paying dividends, of $14,012,554, 
as against $8,061,714 in 1899. 

Accidents of a Year. 

The accidents during the year numbered 
2,045; 671 persons killed and 1,374 injured. 
This is 88 persons less killed and 40 persons 
more injured than in 1890. Of the number 
8 passengers were killed and 165 injured. 
The average for five years is 15 passehgers 
killed and 144 injured annually. ! 

The number of passengers carried in cho 
State of New York by steam surface rail- 
roads during the last year was 73,846,114. 
One passenger was killed for each 9,230,764 
carried, and one injured for each 447,552 car- 
ried. At grade crossings 105 persons (includ- 
ing 4 employés) were killed and 94 injured, as 
compared with 101 killed and 80 injured in 
1809. 

The total number of passengers carried by 
the Manhattan Elevated for the year was 
184,164,110, an —— e of 9,839,535 as com- 
pared with the previous year. 

The dividends of the street surface roads 
amounted to $6,889,566. 

Passengers on Surface Lines.

HUNGRY PORTO RICANS MUTINY. 


Islanders Being Distributed in Hawail

Jan. 25.]—A mutiny of Porto Ricans on 
board an island steamer about to take them 
to an island of Hawai startled Honolulu on 
Wednesday night of this week. The vessel 
was stopped just as it was leaving Honolulu 
harbor by the action of the immigrants, one 
of whom drew a knife on the master of the 
vessel, Captain Olsen. 

It is stated that the cause of the trouble 
was the failure to feed the nts. The 
Porto Ricans say that all the food they had on 
the day of their arrival in Honolulu and up 
to the time of their departure for Hawali, at 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon, was a bun 
for each. When they were all put aboard 
the island steamer they found the cook had 
no meal prepared. On the vessel were 128 of 
the 898 who came here on the City of Pekin. 
It was a matter of some time for the cook to 
prepare food for such a number, hence the 
row. The Ke Ay Hou suddenly dropped an- 
chor in the harbor a few minutes after it 
had left the City of Pekin and signaled for 
the police. Deputy Sheriff Chillingsworth 
and several officers went out to the vessel 
and restored order. 

During the row the immigrants, who were 
destined to various plantations, became so 
much mixed that there is fear of more trouble 
in sorting them out.

Splendor of the Second Empire. 
“Napoleon III. at the Height of His 
Power.“ By Imbert de Saint-Amand. 
Translated by Elizabeth Gilbert Martin. 
Charles Scribner's Sons. 

In bis history of the Second French Em- 
pire Imbert de Saint-Amand hes now 
reached the fifth volume, which deals with 
Napoleon III. at the height of his power. 
This point. may be said to have been 
reached on New Year’s day, 1860, when after 
a year marked by dramatic surprises by the 
Emperor all Europe may be said to have 
been waiting for perhaps another incident 
such as a year before gave signal for the war 
with Italy. The triumphs which had marked 
the French arms in that war are graphically 
narrated in the preceding volume, France 
and Italy.“ and not since the days of the 
first Napoleon had France tasted so satis- 
factorily the sweets of military power and 
distinction as it had done in the memorable 
year 1859. 

Now, however, other work called. A Euro- 
pean congress had been annpunced to settle 
questions growing out of the war in Italy, 
but Napoleon, having determined to abandon 
Sardinia and the whole of central Italy, in- 
cluding the legations, did not now desire a 
meeting of representatives of the powers, as 
these certainly would not be inclined to 
agree to his large scheme of annexation. A 
week before the close of 1859 had appeared 
the pamphiet, “The Pope and the Con- 
grees,” inspired by the Emperor, the intent 
of which, evidently, was to make the con- 
gress impossible. As Count Walewsk!i, Na- 
poleon’s Minister of Foreign Affairs, had 
pride himself especially upon arranging the 
prel es for the proposed congress the 
virtual abandonment of the idea as shown 
by the letter addressed to Pope Pius IX. on 
the last day of 18659, with the fact 
that Count Walewski had not bten consulted 
in regard to the pamphlet, The Pope and 
the Congress,“ made the Minister’s retire- 
ment necessary. He resigned and M. Thou- 
venei, r at Constantinople, by 
official decree in the Moniteux of Jan. 5, was 
appointed to succeed Count Walewski as Na- 
poleon’s Minister of Foreign Affairs. The

LETTER XLII. 

Dearest: I saw an old woman riding a horse 
astride: and I was convinced on the spot that 
this is the rightest way of riding, and that the 
side-saddie was a foolish and affected inven- 
tion. The horse was fine and so was the 
young man leading it; the old woman was 
upright and stately, with a wide hat and full 
petticoats like a Maximilian soldier. 

This was at Bosen, where we staid for two 
nights, and from which I have brought a cold 
with me; it seems such an English thing to 
have that I feel quite at home in the discom- 
fort of it. It had been such wonderful 
weather that we were sitting out of doors 
every evening up to 9:30 p. m. without wraps, 
and on our heads only our ‘‘ widows’ caps.“ 
(The M. A. persists in a style which suggests 
that Uncle N. has gone to a better world.) 
Mine was too flimsy a work of fiction, anda 
day before I had been for a climb and got 
wet through, so a chill laid its benediction on 
my head and here L am—not seriously incom- 
moded by the malady but by the remedy, 
which is the M. A. full of kind quackings 
and fierce tyranny if I do but put my head 
out of the window to admire the view, whose 
best fs a little round the corner. 

I had no idea Innsbruck was so high up 
among the mountains; snows are on the 
peaks all round. Behind the house tops, so 
close and near, lies a quarter circle of white 
crests. You are told that in winter creatures: 
come down and look in at the windows: some- 
times they are called wolves, sometimes 
bears—anyway the feeling is medieval. 

Hereabouts the wayside shrines nearly 
always contain a crucifix, whereas in Italy 
that was rare—the Virgin and Child being 
the most common. I remarked on this, which 
I suppose gave rise to a subsequent observa- 
tion of the M. A. s: I think the Tyrolese are 
a good people; they are not given over to

Since we came north we have had lovely 
weather, except the one day of which I am 
still the filterings; and morning along the 
Brenner Pass was perfect. 1 think the 
mountains look most beautiful quite early, at 
sunrise, when they are all pearly and mys- 
terious. 

We go on to Zurich on Thursday, and then, 
Beloved, and then!—so this must be my last 
letter, since I shall have nowhere to write to 
with you rushing all across Europe and rest- 
ing nowhere because of my impatience to 
have you.

| French word is given at least two pronuncia- 


tions every time it occurs in the play. But it

Chicago Orchestra Concert. 

To those who keep at all in touch with 
European musical irs the name of Hugo 
Becker has long been familiar as that of a 
’cellist with few equals and no superiors. To 
such persons, the playing yesterday after- 
noon at the Chicago Orchestra concert of 
Herr Becker came, therefore, but as auricu- 
lar confirmation an estimate already 
formed, while to those who had not before 
heard of him, his performance must have 
seemed a sudden revealment of all that is 
highest and loveliest in cello playing. 

Herr Becker chose as the medium of his in- 
troduction to Chicago concert-goers Hay- 
den’s Concerto in D major, op. 101—a work 
formerly but rarely played, but which has 
known sudden revival this season. It 16 a 
composition grateful for the soloist, 4nas- 
much as it contains abundance of cantilena 
passages, is so scored for the orchestra that 
the solo instrument is always prominently in 
evidence, and by the introduction of more 
elaborate ornamentation,and difficult caden- 
zas, modern technical brilliancy is secured. 
Herr Becker's selection was therefore a fa- 
vorable one, and the excellence of his powers 
as performer and musician stood shiningly 
revealed. The most striking characteriatic 
of the player’s work is artistic refinement. 
Virility and strength are ever present, but 
they are invariably refined. In fact, one 
feels that this quality of.musical gentility 
and high-breeding is inborn in the perform- 
ance—igs in the „ and forms its 
essence and its Vitality. To this refinement 
Herr Becker adds a tone which for velvety 


* smoothness, sauvity, and purity cannot be 


surpassed, a technical proficiency that lends 
confidence and absolute surety, and a taste 
in phrasing and shading which might serve 
as model to vocalists as well as instrumental- 
ists. The result of this combination of high 
attributes is a performance worthy of un- 
qualified, sincerest praise. An encore was 
demanded and responded to with a truly ideal 
delivery of the Schumann Abendlied,”’ 
given with orchestral accompaniment, in 
which, by the way, Mr. Thomas and his men 
quite outdid themselves in excéllence. 

The orchestra was in fine feather yesterday 
and gave a reading of Mozart’s E flat sym- 
phony which was as refreshingly clear and 
smiling as is sunshine, blue skies, and other 
pleasant things in nature, which the Salz- 
burg’ master’s lovely creation so strongly 
suggests. Dvorak’s splendid Symphonic 
Variations, the Sorrento movement from

MRS. DEATH CAN GET DIVORCE. 


Correspondent Points Out Wife of Mur- 
derer Has Recourse in at Least 
Three States. 


Chicago, Jan, 23.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In this morning’s TRIBUNE, in your New 
York correspondence, is the following: 


MRS. DEATH CANNOT GET A DIVORCE. 

Though innocentof any possible degree of crime 
and without a whisper of accusation against her, 
Mrs, William Death of Paterson, the girl wife of 
one of the three men who murdered Jennie, Boss- 
chieter, found today that she must suffer a cruel 

nalty under the existing laws of the State of 

ew Jersey. She is doomed to bear her convicted 
husband’s name and to remain his wife during the 
entire term of his imprisonment. She is only a 
child in years and a bride of only a few months. 
There is no law by which she can obtain a divorce 
here without proving the absolute guilt of her hus- 
band, regardless of the court that has already con- 
victed him. The law which deprives her of his 
companionship and support during the probable 
sentence of twenty-five years in State prison does 
not release her, nor can she secure a divorce in 
any other State, or in any foreign province, that 
will be recognized as a legal divorce in the State 
of New Jersey. 

Your correspondent is in error in regard 
to the law. While it may be true that the 
New Jersey law does not grant a divorce 
to a wife or husband, where the other party 
has been convicted of a felony or infamous 
crime and confined in the penitentiary after 
the marriage; yet, if Mrs. Death should re- 
move to Vermont, Illinois, Iowa. Indiana, 
or any other of the States whose laws make 
such conviction and confinement a cause for 
divorce, and become a bona fide citizen of 
such State, she could there procure a divorce, 
and, afterwards, if she removed to New 
Jersey and married the New Jersey courts . 
would be compelled, under article 4 of the 
constitution of the United States, to recog- 
nize the validity of the decree so obtained. 
Of course, she might be compelled to ap- 
peal from the New Jersey Court to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, but there 
is no question that court would hold such 
divorce legal and binding on all courts of 
the union, provided, of course, that all pro- 
ceedings were regular and in good faith. 0

At 
this function, at which they appear in West- 
minster Abbey attired in the ermine barred 
red robes of their rank, they carry their 
coronets in their hands, and at the moment 
when the Primate places the crown of - 
land upon the head of the monarch all peers 
and peeresses present don their coronets. 


It is difficult as yet to make any prediction 
as to what garb the King will wear at his 
coronation. It is possible that he may follow 
the example of his nephew, the Czar, and 
content himself with wearing a military uni- 
form, presumably that of a Field Marshal, 
beneath his coronation mantle. But if he 
determines to follow the precedent of his 
granduncles, George IV. and William IV., 
who were the last English Kings to be 
crowned, he will.array himself in the exceed- 
ingly picturesque attire of a Knight of the 
Garter, which consists of white trunks and 
white silk stockings, shoes with gold buckles, 
a surcoat of crimson velvet, lined with white 
taffeta, and cut in a medieval fashion, a 
mantle of blue velvet lined with white satin, 
with the badge of the order embroidered 
upon the left shoulder, and tied with a gold 
cordon and tassels. The jeweled garter of 
dark blue velvet is worn on the left leg below 
the knee, while the costume is comipleted by 
a medieval-fashioned hat of black velvet, 
lined with white taffeta, decorated with a 
lofty plume of white ostrich feathers, in the 
center of which is a tuft of black heron's 
feathers, attached to the hat by a clasp of 
diamonds. 


The election of Lord Dunboyne as an Irish 
representative peer in the place of the late 
Lord Oranmore recalis one of the many ro- 
mances of the British peerage. Lord Dun- 
boyne, who is a member of the bar and one 
of the Masters of the High Court, is the 
twenty-fourth holder of the peerage, and the 
twenty-first was the Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Cork at the time when the peerage sud- 
denly devolved upon him through the death 
ef a nephew. Wishing to perpetuate the 
family, he applied to Pope Pius VI. for a 
dispensation to retire from the episcopacy 
and to marry.. The reply which he received 
from the Vatican Was couched in the most 
severe terms of censure, so much so in fact 
that the hot-tempered prelate broke his vow 
of celibacy and married a young Protestant 


Catholic Church and joining what was then 
the State Church of Ireland. There was, 
however, no issue to this marriage, a circum- 
stance which exercised a considerable influ- 
ence upon the mind of the ex-Bishop, and 
just before his death, which took place at 
Dunboyne Castle on May 7, 1800, he was re- 
ceived back into the Roman Catholic Church 
by the Rev. Dr. Grahan.
